•men, including one negro policeman, and the injury of hundreds 
lof others, many seriously, and probably a dozen fatally.,

Now that you have had an oppor- 


tunity to examine the great docu- 
ment I presented to you two weeks 
ago, It seems opportune to lay before 
you this treaty which 1* meant to be 
In effect a part of It. It was signed 
on tho same day with the treaty of 
peace and Is Intended as a temporary 
supplement to It It Is believed that 
tho treaty of peace with Germany It- 
self provides adequate protection to 
France against aggression from her 
recent enemy on the east; but the 
year Immediately ahead of us con- 
tain many Incalculable possibilities.
